There is such a propensity to over-estimate 


not only the virtues, but all the moral and in- 
tellectual improvements of ancient society, that 
tlie advocate for advancement in these particu- 
lars, for the present time, finds himself met at 
tlie threshold by a mass of indefinite praise, 
bestowed upon our ancestors; and this appro- 
bation is npt to bo conferred nearly in propor- 
tion to tlio enchantment which distance or length 
of time gives to the view. 


There Is, however, a bitter test for forming 


estimates of all kinds of improvements than any 


. o( the temporary encomiums bestowed upon 


them. If, for instance, we desire to form n 
correct estimate of a public sentiment, respect- 
ing Hie state of morals, on the standard of pub- 
lic virtue, at any particular period of the world, 
we must examine the institutions which linvc 
boon the creatures of such public sentiment. 


For Instance, if at any period of the world 


we find in the writings .that have reached us, 
no mention made of humanitarian efforts for 
benefitting the unfortunate or afllicted of the 
human family, it will be safe to construe that 
whatever may have been said of the political 
or pecuniary prosperity of a nation or commu- 
nity,—at least, a very large proportion of them 
have passed a life of suffering, if not ol degra- 
dation ! 


From a moderate acquaintance with Ancient 


History, and some examination of its pages 
during later years, one reflection has boon sug- 
gested, and this is a sentiment of wonder that 
among tlie countries having put forth the high- 
est claims to civilization and refinement, no 
mention is made of regularly established insti- 
tutions for tlie relief ami support of the poor— 
or, of those unfortunate portions of our race 
who liavo been physically or mentally deprived 
of the means of comfort or subsistence. His- 
tory informs us that this portion of our follow- 
beings were left to chance, or to the cold hand 
of individual charity, to have tbcir wants sup- 
plied. We are also informed, from the same 
source, that such persons were generally found 
in the condition of common begjais by tlie 
"way-side;" that lunatics were without ex' 
caption found in this forlorn and destitute con- 
dition, where they must have been roaming at 
great peril, to themselves and to the commu- 
nity at large. 


In these exposed situations, the deaf, dumb 


and blind were sometimes seen sitting by tlie 
wayside, asking alms; or traversing the public 
road, apparently in the condition of beggary. 
These facts do not represent an occasional de- 
privation. Thsy were the rule and not the ex- 
ception ! 


What would now be thought of the civiliza- 


tion of a country for which there was no regu- 
lar provision for these unfoitunate portions of 
its inhabitants! Yet in the so-called most civil- 
ized and refined communities, the time has 
baen when these very people were street bag- 
gars ! and when no alternative was presented 
but the chances of Good Fortune, which must 
have been of comparatively rare occurrence. 


But the very destitution of comfort to which 


I have referred was really horrid, by the very 
consiiler.ition of the fate, to which, in some 
countries, many of these unfortunates were 
suhj'jcted,—by an arrangement for prccipital ing 
them from a certain elevated standpoint, soon 
after tlieir birth!—by which tlieir lives might 
be suddenly destroyed, and they not suffered 
to become a burden on society! Such was 
once a law in a country far famed for the excel- 
lence of its institutions. Thus the very con- 
dition wliich,.at tho present day would seem to 
give the surest claims to support and kind 
ti oatment, and secure for them a permanent 
provision during life,—seemed to operate like a 
cruel curse upon them—and to manifest, its 
terrible decree, as soon as they were brought 
nto existence 1 


From contemplating a condition of wretched- 


ness to which a large portion of the hi:man 
family has been exposed in time past, it is 
pleasant now to tako a glance at some institu- 
tions of our state and country, in which 1m- 
inano provisions have been made, for partially 
counteracting those Infirmities and deprivations 
which, although modem science and philan- 
thropy they have not removed, they have 
greatly alleviated.

If we could disabuse ourselves of personal 


feeling in the matter, and look at it coolly, we 
should find in the story of the rise and fall of 
slavery in the United States the most dramatic 
and sharply denned example in history of the 
conflict of moral sense and expediency and the 
slow giowtli and triumph of an idea over hard, 
palpable facts. In this case the mills of God 
certainly did grind exceedingly slow. In 1620, 
a Dutch man-of-war landed twenty negro 
slaves in Virginia. More than a century and 
a half passed before any associated action was 
taken against the monstrous ciirae, which, in 
the meantime, had become national, and that 
associated action was only the meeting of a. 
dozen men at the Sun Tavern in Philadelphia, 
on April 14f 1775. But the idea was at work. 
The Society of Friends, at first large slave- 
holders, gradually became convinced of the 
iniquity of the practice, and quietly gave it up, 
at great pecuniary loss and sacrifice. This fact 
should be remembered, as not the least glory 
of a people who have striven so fa.thfully to 
keep their garments stainless. In later days, 
to be an Abolitionist, was, for a northern man 
who had nothing to lose by the emancipation 
of the slaves, not assurtdly a costly virtue. 
But the Quakers asked no man to go wlwre 
they had not first led the way. 


The meeting at the little Philadelphia tavern 


was the origin of the Anti-Slavery Society. 
John Baldwin was the first president. After 
one or two meetings during the yeai, the 
society gave no more public evidence of its 
existence fet nine years; until, in fact, the war 
of the Revolution was over and the country 
quiescent. The Friends, it i» stated, had neces- 
sarily become obnoxious to popular sentiment 
owing to their refusal to bear arms, and dared 
not ruu counter to it on another vital question. 
At the resuscitation of the society in 1784, 
however, under the presidency of Frank1 in. it 
at once became a live, active influence in the 
body politic, the little leaven which at last 
quickened the whole heavy resisting mass. 
The history of this society includes that of all 
anti-slavery crusaders 
and the iinflagginsj, 


dauntless battle, which they waged for a cen- 
tury. Even the most prejudiced southerner 
must cede to the story the tribute due to a 
great drama finely played to great conclusions. 
"On one side, the wealth, the peace, the estab- 
lished policy of a nation; on the other, the one 
simple idea of right. It was the pebblestone 
that slew the giant, fcut God held the arm that 
aimed it. The student of political economy, 
too, may find most curious examples in this 
long warfare of bow circumstances, expadiency, 
even baser motives, are brought to subserve a 
good cause, and insure it success; the student 
of human nature will find in the long line of 
illustrious names stranger records of sacrifice, 
of heroic daring, and of suffering than the 
boasted annals of chivalry aBbrd. The roll-call 
of protestants against slavery begins with 
Washington, Jefferson, and Franklin, and ends 
with men as great of later day, but who coming 
closer to us seem more akin to ourselves. 
There are the hosts dead upon the field of 
honor; the uncounted gallant, hot-blooded lads, 
who left home, and woik, and love, and died, 
nameless and uiithankea, to free the slave; 
there is Lincoln, who kept pace with his time, 
and Greeley, who led it, dead side by side in

The names of these three ambassadors were 
Francis Miirsin, James Braybiook, and John 
Stile.

TEAITS OF DUMAS. 


Dumas has just been made an Academic-ten. 


Apropos of the event, his countryman, Edrnond 
About, writes of him. In spite of his faults, 
his whims, his deficiencies, Dumas is one of 
those rare types in which a nation recognizes 
itself, loves and admires itself. When a man 
has only to press tho button of an electric bell 
to call forth tears or laughter at will, we may 
say, without hesitation, that the feelings of his 
fellow-citizens are, by a special grace of nature, 
summed up in his person—that he is, undoubt- 
edly, the man of his time and of his ceuiitiy. 
Dumas has gone astray more than once, even 
in his true field—the theatre; • but he lives in 
such a community of sentiments and ideas 
with thfi Parisian public, that he can at any 
Lime' find two thousand spectators to blunder 
along with him. 


This privilege of charming and this power of 


influencing are a family right. Dumas pere 
was gay, eager, chivalrous, credulous, and e«6n 
mystical at times. The influence of women 
over him was very great, even in his green old 
age. These traits are repeated in the son, of 
course with some unavoidable modifications. 
The author of the "Dame aux Camellias," who 
used to write a master-piece between, two in- 
trigues, has been forced to oiler a little since he 
has become the President of the Society of 
Dramatic Authors, a man of substance, hus- 
band of a foreign lady belonging to the best 
society, father of two charming daughters, and 
colleague of M. Dupanloup, at tho Academy. 
We are a long way from the days when an 
impertinent marchioness asked him—"On avez- 
DONS etudte les femmes an monde, Monsieur 
Dumas t" and the young and rather foppish 
bachelor answered, "Cheimoi, madame," But

recognising the fact that there are b.id novels 
as well as good ones, that some may be excel- 
lent In art, ami wanting In morality, and lice 
versa. 
Uul neither of these ran be called good, 


for a novel, to be good, must be so in every 
way. 
And good novels will lx; naturally chosen, 


in preference to ot liei s, by people of taste and 
moiality; while poor or immoral ones will be 
preferred by a class of readers who can hardly 
be mjnred by such productions. So that, after 
all, the bad ell'ects resulting from reading novels 
—bad ones, of course—cannot be so great as 
some would imagine. It is certainly contrary 
to geneial experience and common souse to sup- 
pose that persons of mental or moral cult uic 
will stoop to read weak or humoral productions. 
13.ul novels, in either sense of the term, can be 
relished only by readers whose taste or morals 
<«re undeveloped, aud thus can receive but slight 
injury, if any, fiom the perusal of such compos- 
itions. But can the reading of good novels be 
injurious to anybody ? 


It would be showing a deplorable want of 


judgment, as well as knowledge of litoialure 
and the human heart', to aih'rmativcly answer 
this quest ion. All good novels, from Homer, 
who might be called a novelist as well as a 
pact, down to Walter Scott or Victor Hugo, 
contain great wealth of beautiful thoughts and 
grand ideas. They are often inspired by a deep 
sense of wiong and a sincere desire to defend 
and promote what is thought to be right. Some 
Ucathe the most noble and general § seni iincnls, 
the most exalted ideas of man's moral dignity, 
bis accountability to God and his fallow-men. 
Some even are so much infused with the spirit 
of Christianity, so teplete with Christian charity 
Unit they cannot help having a salutary effect 
on the mind ami heart of the leader. To be 
plain on the subject, many novels are worth 
more than the same length of seimons. Be- 
cause the latter are generally too theoretic or 
didactic to have much effect on the hcoj'eis; 
while the foimer are very often highly dramatic, 
and they usually teach less by precepts than 
by actions. In this respect good novels have a 
great advantage over seiinous. This is so true 
and so well undeiiloodhy minlstcis themsehes 
that they have sometimes recourse to the novel 
form in older to arouse attention and more ef- 
fectually inculcate thc:r ideas, it is well known 
that the late Dr. McChntock used to avail him- 
self of tie rich eloquence and supeib style of 
the novels of (Jcorge Sand as a model and spur 
to his imagination before the composition of his 
own discourses. Each kind of mental produc- 
tion has its time and work. First, tlie epic 
l»em; then thu lyric ; afterward the tragic; 
finally, piosc succeeded la poetry, and is now 
holding its sway, under various forms, the chief 
of which is the novel. Wntcrs have found out 
at last that it is the best medium cf thought, 
the surest and shortest way to move the world.

And as ordinary events arc not 
always sufficient to ripple its surface or trouble 
its depths, recouise must be had to fictitious 
ones; and of all fictions the novel is certainly 
the most comprehensive in adaption and potent 
in ellect. 
Aside fiom the wonderful knowledge 


oflhc human heart to be found in good novels, 
they generally give, of the world anu society, 
more extensive and correct ideas than could be 
gathered clso.where,|and often contain historical, 
geographical or scientific information in its most 
acceptable form. For instance, we get a better 
insight of the old manners and customs of Eng- 
land and Scotland by reading the Wavcrly nov- 
els than even by studying history. And the 
reason is, that the author imparts to his leaders 
the result of vast researches, which but a few, 
in all ages have had eilher Uic time or ability 
to pursue, and gives this also with a dramatic 
skill and historical insight which are the endow- 
ment of fewer still. 


Novels are not only instructors of the past, 


but heialds of the future, and educators of Ihe 
pi esent. They are oftentimes the. I mliators and 
guides to a passion which, sooner or later, must 
be known, and which always stands in ueodof 
others' experience and admonition. Good novel 
writers are generally pel-sons ol'deep feeling and 
wide experience in matters pertaining to the 
heart, and fitted consequently to advise and in- 
struct in such subjects. Tlieir graphic delin- 
eations orpersoniHcalionsofloreandother pas- 
sions may often be a salutary warning to some 
as they are sometimes a cheering light on the 
gloomy path of others. 


Novels arc also a school of language, taste and 


refinement. Novel readers as a general thing, 
use better language than others; are more 
guarded and delicate in the expression of tlieir 
sentiments; they know how to cxpicss them- 
selves with more elegance and precision, having 
at their command a more easy flow of language 
and better choice of words. And this explains 
the superiority, in this respect, of the young 
ladies in this conntiy over young men of equal 
and sometimes better education. Young wo- 
men are generally much greater and more care- 
ful rcadere of novels.

When art-culture becomes more 
general with us, tlio liveliness of American tal 
cut will doubtless turnisha good many specimens 
of ability, which will excite in us as glad a sur 
prise as any we have known in the pusl.

HT WILLIAM II, YEOMASS. 


With a great many a gnrfiou is considered of 


little account. To t»V"re a little sweet corn, n 
few liillsof beans and a few marc of potatoes, 
arc planted upon some seven by nine piece of 
ground, bearing the dignified appellation of 
giuden, which is in fact unworthy tho name 
wliicli it bears. Ai an apology for this, it is 
often urged by the fanner that he cannot afford 
to spend the time to plant and tend a garden of 
any considerable size. True, it takes time to 
plant and lime to tend, but there is no man 
tlmt claims to be a farmer that can afford to be 
without a good sited garden, well filled with all 
kinds of vegetables for tlic use and enjoyment 
of tin family, 


Every ordinary sized family should have a 


garden consisting of from one-fourth lo one- 
lit if an acre, and It will be found that no piece 
ol ground under cultiration upon any portion 
of the farm, will produce any thing like a pro- 
portionate profit to the garden. 


Jn tho flrst place, the garden should be con- 


veniently located in a warm sunny spot, and 
niiitlaexceedingly fertile; In fact, fertility is the 
great essential, to the end that all vegetables 
inny make a vigorous start, and rapid growth ; 
with many varietlw, rapidity of growth is nec- 
essary to the value of the product, thereby in- 
suring greater tenderness and sweetness. 


Jly means of a careful selection, and tire ex- 


ercise of good judgment In planting, a com- 
plete succession of all the various kinds of veg- 
etables may be secured; some vatiutics, liko po- 
tatoes, peas, onions, Ac., may be planted safely 
«i soon as*tin fiwst is out of tho- ground; and 
il greater dispatch is required by means of a 
hot-ted, very many varieties may bo started 
anil ready to sot as soon as lh« soil becomes 
sufficiently warm to insure safety. Tlieie should 
be no lack of lettuce', cucumbers, beets, par- 
snips, beans, corn, squashes, tomatoes, pnas &c., 
on to the end of the list. With all kinds there 
should be an arrangement in tlic time of plant- 
ing to socure a certain succession and a contin- 
uous supply. 


How some individuals wlie plant gardens can 


put in a few varieties, and then plant tlie whole 
at one timo, " no u to have it done with," is 
inexplicable; with very many kinds of garden 
produce like peas, corn, Ox., when once ma- 
tured, will as it is termed, "go b>" in a com- 
pamtivcly short time; now the arrangements 
of a garden are not what they should be, unless 
pe.us are planted, so that, either by means of dif- 
ferent varieties or different times of planting 
they can be had as long as desired; and so par- 
ticularly of corn and beans, they should be 
planting so as to be obtained at the earliest pos- 
aiblc moment, »nd continue at hand from that 
timo until cut down by frost. 


11 would be far bettet that a fuw hills of sweet 


com should, be cut down by frost before they 
are mature, than that a f.unily should be de- 
prived of it for weeks in consequence of a neg- 
lect In planting. As a general rule it is safe to 
plant sweet corn as late as the fhst week in 
July in the latitude of ccnttal Connecticut. 


If care is thus taken in plan!ing the gaiden, 


anil theji it is well tended,—for there is noth- 
ing that pays for attention better than a gar- 
den,—a family will be wall nigh supplied fiom 
it fur about six or more months of the year. 
The cost for seeds is something, bnt after n 
gaulen is o«co started very many of the seeds 
can be saved as well as not. 


Then, besides the green sauce, there will be 


dry lieans and corn, and quantities of vegetables 
for winter use, and if the good housewife has 
been dilligent, there will be canned tomatoes, 
bottles of pickles, &c., &c. 


Is there a farmer that is so hard hearted as 


to deprive his family of the many luxuries 
that come from a good garden bourns* it takes 
a little time to plant and tend it ?
